Expect More 
Bodies to 
Be Found 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (AP) - 


Sheriff Roy D. Whiteaker says 
he is convinced more slain 
transients and farm workers lie 
buried in concealed graves in 
orchards north of Yuba City. 


Officers plan to dig today for 


more bodies in a site that had 
been flooded for several days. 
Warm, dry weather the past 
few days has made the site ac- 
cessible again. 


So far, 23 transients, farm 


workers and drifters have been 
found hacked and stabbed to 
death in crude graves in or- 
chards along the Feather Riv- 
er. 


Juan V. Corona, 37, a Mexi- 


can-born farm labor contractor 
with a poor command of Eng- 
lish, was formally arraigned in 
Justice Court Wednesday on 10 
counts of murder—the 10 bodies 
exhumed by the time he was 
first taken to court one week 
before. 


"I'd like to get it over and be 


done with it," Whiteaker said 
as he discussed the continuing 
search for gravesites. "I be- 
lieve there are some bodies out 
there that will never be found." 


The sheriff is using infrared 


aerial photography of the or- 
chards in an effort to spot 
areas where the soil has been 
disturbed. Results should be 
available Friday. 


Another potential gravesite 


still is under water and can't 
be probed until it dries, the 
sheriff said.

SAIGON (AP) - The U.S. 


Command reported 48 Ameri- 
cans battle deaths in its weekly 
casualty summary today, the 
highest toll in four weeks. 


The total included most of the 


30 U.S. soldiers killed in three 
North Vietnamese shelling at- 
tacks May 21 against American 
bases in the northern part of 
the country. These attacks in- 
cluded the rocketing of Fire 
Base Charlie 2 in which 29 sol-

were killed and 33 


wounded.

Drug Abuse Ruled 
^Endemic Disease' 
for SE Asia GIs 
Dead Addict SMSifir1 Senate to 
Told It All 
in a Film

NEWTOWN, Pa. (AP) - He 


died in jail a drug addict. In 
pain. He was hooked on heroin, 
a habit that reached 75 bags 
daily at a cost of $750 before 
his arrest. 


He left behind a filmed con- 


fession, warning young people 
not to experiment with mari- 
juana and hard drugs. 


The film was made for police 


in April 1970, four months be- 
fore he died awaiting trial for 
burglary. It is now being pro- 
cessed for school distribution, 
delayed because of legal prob- 
lems with his family. 


"Stop before you start," he 


said. 


"Everyone near you, you 


hurt," he said. "No one escapes 
it. 


The 29-year-old son of a white 


middle class suburban school 
teacher was identified only as 
"Dennis," to protect his wife 
and three children. 


Those who fool around with 


marijuana are kidding them- 
selves, he said. 


"It has been my experience 


over the years with other drug 
addicts that the greater major- 
ity of them, if not all of them, 
start out with marijuana and 
then progress to harder drugs 
ii 
His arms and legs were cov- 


ered with needle marks. They 
were almost as hard as stone 
after 13 years of injection after 
injection. Even under his fin- 
gernails. 


"I used every vein that was 


available, in every part of my 
body," he said. 


Dennis told his story in the 


studio of the Lower Bucks Cab- 
letelevision to detectives of the 
Bucks County district 
attor- 


ney's office, in this small Phila- 
delphia suburb. He agreed to 
do it to reach kids in junior and 
senior high schools and show 
them what being an addict is 
like. 


Dennis said his drug addic- 


tion began at 16, when he tried 
heroin. He switched briefly to 
cocaine while he was being 
treated in a methadone with- 
drawal program. 


"There's no cure for heroin

Draftees at 
Own Skills 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Se- 


lective Service and the Army 
are launching a joint effort to 
give the draftee 
a 
better 


chance of putting his civilian 
skills to military use. 


And by August, a draftee's 


induction notice will be accom- 
panied by a pamphlet telling 
him what to expect from the 
Army life. 


So far as oldtimers at Selec- 


tive Service and the Army can 
recall, this is the first time the 
draft system has been used as 
a pipeline to advise the draftee 
about military life. 


Beginning today the Army is 


mailing to each state draft 
headquarters a six-month sup- 
ply of "civilian employment 
training information" labels to 
be attached to a man's in- 
duction notice by his 
draft 


board. 


The idea is to make sure the

draftee's particular skills. Des- 
pite a 10-year-old testing pro- 
gram, the Army has built a 
reputation of putting square 
pegs in round holes.

Then the label adds the cau- 


tion: "Please realize the Army 
cannot match everyone to a job 
related to his civilian training, 
and that this notification does 
not constitute a promise that 
you will be placed in a military 
specialty commensurate with 
your civilian training."

service jobs will 246 to 142 the 
House defeated 204 to 182 a sub- 
stitute proposal by the adminis- 
tration to put a dozen federal 
manpower programs 
together 


under state control. 


Democratic leaders, anxious 


to win the first congressional 
test involving revenue sharing 
mounted one of their strongest 
efforts of the session to dump 
the Nixon proposal. 


Appealing to party loyalty, 


they got 16 Southern Democrats 
who voted for the adminis- 
tration plan two weeks ago to 
switch back to the party posi- 
tion. Ten other defectors were 
absent Wednesday. 


The earlier vote, won by the 


Republicans 210 to 182, was on 
a procedural question. Sensing 
defeat, the leadership withdrew 
the bill until this week using 
the interim to switch enough 
votes to insure victory. 


The public service employ- 


ment bill is a key part of the 
domestic program being put to- 
gether by congressional Demo- 
crats as an alternative to 
President Nixon's. 


Another part is a $2-billion 


accelerated public works bill 
also designed to provide jobs 
for the unemployed. It recently 
cleared a House-Senate confer- 
ence and should be sent to the 
White House this month. 


With unemployment remain- 


ing around 6 per cent both bills 
confront Nixon with risking a 
politically dangerous veto. He 
vetoed a public service jobs bill 
last year and Republicans in 
Congress have predicted he will 
veto both its 1971 version and 
the accelerated public works 
bill this year. 


The public service jobs bill is 


an emergency measure taking 
effect whenever the national 
unemployment rate reaches 4.5 
per cent for three consecutive 
months. That would trigger a 
flow of federal money to states 
and communities to help them 
create public service jobs. 


The bill authorizes an imme- 


diate outlay of $200 million, 
$750 million next year and $1 
billion a year for the next three 
years, with an additional $1 bil- 
lion for areas of high unem- 
ployment.

Cong Buildup 


SAIGON (AP) — Thousands 


of South Vietnamese marines 
are making a new drove in the 
northwest corner of the country 
15 to 20 miles below the demi- 
litarized zone, where a North 
Vietnamese buildup is reported. 


The drive began last Sunday 


but was not announced until to- 
day for security reasons. The 
Saigon command did not dis- 
close how many marines are 
taking part, but a spokesman 
said several 500-man battalions 
are fanning out through the 
rolling foothills and elephant 
grass. 


The only significant contact 


reported occurred Wednesday 
afternoon when North Vietnam- 
ese forces slammed about 500 
mortar rounds into one of the 
battalions and engaged some of 
the Saigon troops in light con- 
tact. 


Field reports said six ma- 


rines were killed and 41 were 
wounded in the action nine 
miles northeast of Khe Sanh. 
Nine of the enemy were report- 
ed killed. 


The purpose of the drive is to 


disrupt North Vietnamese sup- 
ply lines and infiltration corri- 
dors and reduce Hanoi's ca- 
pabilities for mounting an of- 
fensive during the dry season 
now prevailing in the northern 
quarter of South Vietnam.

They 
are reared in structures with 
ventilating systems and con- 
trolled lighting.

tricks 
breed disease and 


mortality," she observes. 


Farm eggs always are val- 


ued b e c a u s e of superior 
fresh flavor and nutritional 
value. But "battery" eggs 
can scarcely be considered 
fresh. Mrs. Hunter 
says, 


"They may be washed with 
detergents and sanitized. To 
extend their shelf life they 
are dipped in oil. They may 
be kept in the storage cooler 
for two weeks before deliv- 
ery. Many eggs are held 
much longer in cold storage. 
But the consumer has no 
way of distinguishing fresh 
from cold storage eggs." 


She resents bitterly what 


she calls the unholy alliance 
between science and food in- 
dustry and protests that food 
technology is not nutrition. 


'Foods without chemicals 


—that should be the con- 
sumers great hope. I think 
we are gradually becoming 
aware of this as a possibil- 
ity. 
The revolt has started. 


Look in your own neighbor- 
hood — there are probably 
five natural food stores in it 
where a few years ago there 
was only one. What a great 
day it will be when you can 
buy beef without antibiotics, 
poultry that has not been re- 
made and fish that is actual- 
ly as it came from the sea," 
she exclaims.

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) - 


The financially troubled Penn 
Central Transportation Co. has 
proposed selling land and build- 
ings in the heart of New York 
City worth an estimated $1.24 
billion. 


The sale could result in the 


largest real estate deal ever by 
a single owner. 


The property includes six 


skyscrapers and 17 other par- 
cels of land occupied by build- 
ings, as well as air rights for 
construction over Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal. 


The buildings being offered 


outright for sale include the 
Commodore, Roosevelt, Bil- 
tmore and Barclay hotels and 
two office buildings. The land 
includes that occupied by the 
Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. 
The 


Waldorf-Astoria itself is not in- 
cluded. 


All of the property covered in 


Wednesday's announcement is 
located within a 10-block, 29- 
acre area bounded by Madison 
Avenue, 
Lexington 
Avenue, 


42nd Street and 52nd Street. 


The sale is subject to the ap- 


proval of a federal judge super- 
vising reorganization of 
the 


railroad under federal bank- 
ruptcy laws. 


Last June 21 the railroad de- 


clared in a court petition that it 
was "virtually without cash" 
and would have to reorganize. 


The giant railroad has many 


nonrailroad assets, including 
amusement parks in Texas, 
pipelines in the South, hotels in 
Florida, and acres of valuable 
real estate in the nation's prin- 
cipal cities. 


Under the provisions of a $100 


million loan guarantee granted 
the Penn Central by the De- 
partment of Transportation ear- 
lier this year, the firm is re- 
quired to dispose of its non- 
transportation properties. 


The New York real estate 


package constitutes roughly 
one-fourth of the company's to- 
tal holdings.

Q) I overestimated my in- 


come when I filed my Decla- 
ration of Estimated tax in 
April. What should I do? 


A) Use the amended com- 


putation schedule on page 2 of 
Form 1040-ES to take care of 
any substantial changes in 
your estimated income or de- 
ductible expenses which may 
have occurred since you filed 
your declaration. Show the 
amended estimated tax on line 
1 of the next declaration 
voucher which is due, along 
with the payment of your re- 
vised second installment, on 
June 15. 


Q) I will earn about $1,000 


during school 
vacation 
this 


summer. 
Will 
my 
employer 


deduct withholding for income 
tax from this salary? 


A) Your 
employer 
must 


withhold income tax from your 
salary unless you have filed a 
Form W-4E with him. 


Form W-4E, 
Withholding 


Exemption Certificate, is a 
new form that may be filed by 
an employee who had no tax 
liability for the preceding year 
and expects none for the cur- 
rent year. 


By filing this form, you may 


exempt your wages from with- 
holding of income tax.

A) It normally takes 5-6 


weeks, but it may take longer 
if you mailed your return near 
the April 15 deadline.

Few U.S. coins prior to 


1892 
can claim a circulation 


tenure unmarred by at least 
one type of die variation 
Practically every denomina- 
tion experienced one major 
and several minor correc- 
tions or errors before being 
discontinued. 


Not so with coins of the 


Barber-head s e r i e s issued 
from 1892 to 1916. The dime, 
quarter and half-dollar, all 
with the same Liberty de- 
vice, held up pretty well 
during a fairly crucial pe- 
riod in American history. 
And save for World War I, 
the design could have con- 
tinued u n c h a n g e d for at 
least five to 10 more years. 


The design contained all 


of the right elements, prop- 
erly proportioned and ar- 
ranged in a manner that left 
no doubt who issued the 
coin. It is strictly American 
in every sense of the word 
and many c o l l e c t o r s and 
curators, foreign and domes- 
tic, c o n s i d e r the Barber 
coins among the most at- 
tractive of all U.S. currency. 


Charles Barber left noth- 


ing to the imagination, even 
to the point of commingling 
controversial components, 
such as six-point and five- 
point stars. He bridged the 
gap between those in gov- 
ernment who preferred one 
star over the other without 
allowing room for argument 
from proponents of either. 


The six-pointed star is 


from English heraldry and 
the five-pointed star is from 
French heraldry. Both are of 
Roman origin but in Ameri- 
can history they serve only 
as designative symbols of no 
interpretable heraldic value. 


So Barber decided to play 
it safe by using both. With- 
out breaking tradition, he 
placed 13 six-pointed stars 
around the obverse device. 
But above the eagle on the 
reverse. Barber substituted 
13 of the five-point variety 
as called for in the design of 
the Great Seal of the United 
States. 


Secondly, he replaced the 


familiar obese bust of Lib- 
erty with a delightfully femi- 
nine profile of strong char- 
acteristics that met with the 
approval of shopkeepers and 
customers alike. 


At this point, Barber had 


everything, going for him. 
He; ha'd faklh4 not'hlhg:Tor 
granted and he had executed 
perfectly his concept of an 
appropriate design for a 
coin of the United States. 
Its success during a 25-year 
service period depended en- 
tirely on the skill of the die 
sinker and ultimately , the 
press operators. 


From all indications they, 


top, were on their toes. The 
mint director never found 
it n e c e s s a r y to make a 
change in the design and 
the production line crafts- 
manship never allowed even 
the slightest malfunction 
during the coining process. 
The last half-dollars struck 
in 1915 and the last dimes 
and quarters struck in 1916 
were identical in every re- 
spect to the first of each de- 
nomination struck in 1892. 


Coins of the Barber series 


were struck in Philadelphia, 
Denver, New Orleans and 
San Francisco mints. In a 
'total of 73 pieces repre- 
senting a specimen for each 
year from each mint, only 
six of the half-dollars are 
valued at less than $10U 
apiece in uncirculated con- 
dition.

fional approval of an extra $1.2 
billion

veto of two education appro- 
priations. 


When the Emergency Com- 


mittee for Full Funding of Edu- 
cation Programs won that lob- 
bying job, NEA was an active 
participant. The delegates called 
for ending federal aid to church- 
related and other 
private 


schools, putting the NEA in 
opposition to the lobbying 
coalitions goals. 


NEA leaders say effects of 


that action was seen last April 
when the House, in a 191-187 
vote, defeated a $782.6-million 
addition to the education appro- 
priation bill for a dozen pro- 
grams. 


"We believe that if we could 


have been active, our influence 
might have made the differ- 
ence," added NEA President 
Helen Bain.

But Despises 
War, Army 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


former draft resister who re- 
ceived the nation's second-high- 
est award for bravery says if 
he had it to do over again he'd 
go to jail rather than serve in 
the Army. 


Nicholas W. Schoch, his 


brown hair flowing over his 
neck, stood at attention at the 
Army's San Francisco Presidio 
as Maj. Gen. 0. A. Leagy pin- 
ned the Distinguished Service 
•Cross XHrtJis Civilian coat pock- 
et at a parade Tuesday. 


Schoch, a 23-year-old native 


of Oakville in the nearby Napa 
Valley wine region, had accept- 
ed induction as a conscientious 
objector and served as a medic 
with a rifle company of the 
101st Airborne Division in Viet- 
nam. He distinguished himself 
at the battle for Hamburger 
Hill in May 1969. 


"If I originally 
had the 


knowledge of what war, what 
the Army is like, I would not 
have gone in," he said in an 
interview. 


He said he would have gone 


to jail if he had decided to con- 
tinue resisting the draft. 


"I still have some pretty in- 


tense objections to the Army. 
But the award is meaningful 
because it was originated by 
the people there on Hamburger 
Hill who thought that I was 
doing something meaningful." 


The 10-day battle for the hill 


was criticized as senseless by 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass.

50 
American 


pratroopers died and 400 others 
were wounded and an esti- 
mated 600 North Vietnamese 
killed. 


Schoch was cited for saving 


nine wounded Americans under 
intense fire, one of them an un- 
conscious crewman be pulled 
from a flaming helicopter. 


He is now active in draft 


counseling at the University of 
Redlands in San Bernardino, 
Calif., where he is a student. 
He said he is trying to help 
change draft laws "so a person 
can have a free choice on what 
he wishes to do with his life."
